To  the  Major  and  Corporation  of  the  Borough  of  Newark 
Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  twelfth  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  Borough  for 
the  year  1951. 

The  report  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  42/51  and  deals  only  with  the  year  1951.  Once  again  I  have 
included  statistics  regarding  the  work  of  the  County  Council  in  dealing 
with  the  personal  health  services  administered  by  the  Council. 

No  outstanding  event  of  public  health  interest  occurred  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year,  but  the  Report  indicates  that  quite  a  lot  of 
routine  work  was  carried  out.  Unfortunately  it  is  impossible  to  record 
all  the  various  items  dealt  with  by  the  Department  such  as  co-operation 
with  Home  Helps  in  bettering  the  conditions  of  old  people,  help  in 
eradicating  ants  from  houses,  small  but  useful  services  which  the 
Department  deals  with  but  cannot  record  in  black  and  white. 

With  the  number  of  new  houses  being  built  showing  a  welcome 
expansion  the  thoughts  of  the  Health  Department  turn  at  last  to  the 
possibility  of  a  house  to  house  survey  in  the  relatively  near  future  with  a 
view  to  clearing  some  of  the  poorer  property.  There  are,  as  the  Council 
is  aware,  a  large  number  of  houses  which  are  not  reasonably  fit  by 
modern  standards  but  which  are  at  least  acting  as  homes  to  families 
who  would  otherwise  be  either  with  relatives  or  in  “  rooms.”  Much  of 
this  property  is  not  capable  of  being  brought  to  a  reasonable  standard 
of  fitness  and  in  due  course  will  have  to  be  demolished. 

It  is  rather  surprising  that  the  Registrar  General’s  population  estimate 
for  the  Borough  shows  a  decrease  of  89  compared  with  the  census 
figure. 

I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  received  from  other 
departments  of  the  Corporation.  It  is  only  by  close  co-operation  that 
the  maximum  benefit  to  the  people  can  accrue  and  this  co-operation 
certainly  exists.

Infectious  Disease 

Measles 

In  the  report  for  1950  it  was  reported  that  this  disease  approached 
epidemic  numbers  in  December.  The  outbreak  continued  into  1951  and 
did  not  abate  until  the  middle  of  May.  Between  1st  January  and  the 
23rd  May  exactly  400  notifications  were  received.  During  the  remaining 
part  of  the  year  only  14  cases  were  notified.  The  total  notifications — 414 
— were  34  in  excess  of  the  number  received  in  1948. 

One  case  was  admitted  to  hospital  with  pneumonia  as  a  complication 
and  one  child  died  at  home  with  the  same  complication. 

Whooping  Cough 

Thirty  notifications  were  received  compared  with  83  in  the  previous 
year.  A  proportion  of  children  are  now  being  immunised  against  this 
disease  through  the  general  medical  practitioner  service  but,  so  far,  no 
authority  has  been  given  for  immunisation  to  be  commenced  in  this 
area  through  the  services  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  the  same  way 
as  against  Diphtheria. 

Scarlet  Fever 

The  number  of  notifications  received  totalled  24  compared  with  27 
in  1950.  Five  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  owing  to  the  home  con¬ 
ditions  being  unsuitable  for  proper  isolation.  No  difficulty  was  encoun¬ 
tered  in  obtaining  admission  of  any  case  when  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  considered  it  necessary. 

The  disease  continued  to  be  of  a  mild  type  with  usually  only  sore 
throat  and  a  rapidly  fading  rash.  Every  case  was  investigated  for  the 
purposes  of  ensuring  adequate  isolation  and  to  determine  the  source  of 
infection. 

Pneumonia 

Thirteen  notifications  of  pneumonia  were  received.  Of  these  5  were 
in  respect  of  persons  over  seventy  years  of  age  and  2  were  in  respect  of 
children. 
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Infantile  Paralysis  ( Anterior  Poliomyelitis) 

There  was  only  one  notification  during  the  year.  This  was  in  respect 
of  a  female  aged  31  years.  The  diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  hospital. 

Tuberculosis 

Notifications  of  pulmonary  infection  numbered  31  compared  with 
29  in  1951.  Of  the  cases  concerned  3  were  in  hospital  or  sanatorium  at 
the  date  of  notification,  3  were  admitted  one  week  after  notification, 
one  3  weeks  after  and  one  5  weeks  after.  In  another  case  admission  was 
delayed  for  6  months  for  special  reasons.  There  were  therefore  10 
admissions  from  31  new  notifications.  Two  of  the  cases  notified  during 
the  year  died. 

Two  cases  of  non  pulmonary  disease  were  notified,  one  meningitis 
and  one  ankle.  Both  were  children  under  five  years  of  age.

Smallpox 

There  was  no  smallpox  in  the  District  during  the  year. 

The  arrangements  for  vaccination  were  continued.  Monthly  sessions 
were  held  at  The  Friary  Clinic  and  where  it  was  impossible  for  a 
mother  to  attend  with  the  baby  home  visits  were  made. 

The  number  of  vaccinations  carried  out  by  the  Department  was  105. 
In  1950  the  number  was  161  but  of  these  116  were  football  fans. 

In  addition,  101  vaccination  records  were  received  from  medical 
practitioners  compared  with  87  in  1950. 


Diphtheria 

This  disease  has  been  placed  at  the  end  of  the  remarks  on  infectious 
disease  as  once  again  no  case  was  reported.  This  is  the  seventh  year  in 
succession  without  a  notification. 

Immunisation  clinics  were  held  at  the  Friary  monthly  and  visits 
made  to  schools  as  necessary.  The  following  table  shows  the  number 
of  immunisations  completed  and  “  boosting  doses  ”  given.  The  figures 
in  brackets  are  the  corresponding  numbers  for  1950  and  show  that 
there  was  an  increase  in  the  grand  total  of  95,  due  chiefly  to  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  immunisations  carried  out  by  general  practitioners.

The  need  for  immunisation  continues  and  although  every  effort  is 
made  to  obtain  consents  of  parents  there  are  still  too  many  defaulters 
and  the  children  in  the  Borough  are  not  immunised  in  sufficient 
numbers  to  avoid  disaster  if  infection  is  introduced  and  no-one  knows 
when  this  may  take  place. 

Hospital  Treatment 

7  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year  as  follows  : — 

1  Measles /Pneumonia 

1  Poliomyelitis 

5  Scarlet  Fever 

It  will  be  noted  that  only  5  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  admitted  to 
hospital  from  a  notification  number  of  24.  The  fact  that  only  a  small 
percentage  of  cases  were  admffed  to  hospital — all  for  isolation  purposes 
— did  not  in  any  way  lead  to  an  increase  in  infection  of  others.  The 
main  trouble  of  non  hospitalisation  is  the  restriction  of  movement  of 
mothers  where  a  small  child  cannot  be  left  long  alone  in  a  room  and 
cannot  be  left  at  all  alone  in  the  house.  Most  children  after  the  tempera¬ 
ture  has  dropped,  feel  quite  fit  and  cannot  understand  why  they  are 
excluded  from  contact  with  other  members  of  the  family. 

Infestation 

No  infestation  with  the  Scabies  “  mite  ”  was  reported  to  the  depart¬ 
ment  for  action.  Louse  infestation  of  the  head  continued  to  much  the 
same  extent  as  for  many  years,  girls  still  being  the  chief  offenders. 
Regular  hair  inspections  of  school  children  was  continued  by  the 
County  School  Nurses  and  careful  watch  was  kept  at  the  child  welfare 
centre  for  infestation  of  children  under  5  years  of  age. 

In  previous  reports  mention  has  been  made  of  the  use  of  Lethane 
Flair  Oil  in  controlling  louse  infestation  and  the  difficulty  in  getting 
older  girls  to  apply  it  on  account  of  its  oily  nature  and  smell.  Fortunate¬ 
ly,  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  this  product  became  in  short  supply 
and  it  was  necessary  to  change  to  one  of  the  D.D.T.  preparations. 
The  new  substance  is  non-oily  and  without  smell  and  no  valid  objec¬ 
tion  can  be  raised  to  its  use. 
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Clean  Food  Campaign 

No  legal  action  under  the  Bye-laws  has  been  necessary  owing  to  the 
co-operation  existing  between  the  health  department  staff  and  the  • 
occupiers  of  food  shops.  Slow  but  definite  improvement  took  place 
throughout  the  year  as  a  result  of  advice  given  at  the  routine  visits 
of  the  inspectors.  An  example  of  action  was  the  covering  of  cakes  on  a 
stall  in  the  open  market  by  means  of  glass-topped  cases — a  very 
necessary  precaution  against  contamination. 

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  in  the  Borough  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  in 
quality  except  for  a  brief  period  in  the  late  summer  when  the  quality 
was  under  suspicion  in  certain  parts  supplied  through  Beacon  Hill 
Reservoir.  No  extraneous  pollution  was  envisaged  or  proved  and  after 
cleaning  out  the  reservoir  and  stepping  up  chlorination  for  a  time  the 
chemical  and  bacteriological  reports  again  showed  satisfactory  results. 

It  was,  however,  recommended  that  arrangements  should  be  made  for 
the  chlorination  of  the  supply  pumped  from  Clay  Lane  Bore.

Rodent  Infestation 

Throughout  the  year  continual  war  was  waged  against  rats  and  mice. 
The  scheme  of  “  block  ”  investigation  and  treatment  was  maintained 
for  dwelling  houses  and  business  premises  supplemented  by  special 
treatments  when  investigation  of  reports  indicated  that  urgent  treat¬ 
ment  was  necessary.  Sewer  treatments  were  also  carried  out  at  regular 
intervals. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  continued  to  pay  a  grant 
in  respect  of  the  cost  of  the  scheme  and  acknowledgment  is  made  of  the 
help  and  advice  received  from  the  Divisional  Rodent  Inspector.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  number  of  rats  estimated  as  killed  has 
increased  this  year.  This  must  not  be  taken  as  suggesting  an  increasing 
rodent  population.  The  small  number  of  complaints  now  being  received 
definitely  indicates  that  the  rat  destruction  scheme  is  doing  a  good  job. 
In  addition  to  the  work  as  such,  the  investigations  quite  frequently 
bring  to  light  broken  and  open  drains  which  the  department  can  then 
have  repaired.

These  figures  cover  the  activities  of  the  Newark  District  Nursing 
Association,  which  serves,  in  addition  to  the  Newark  Borough,  the 
parishes  of  Winthorpe,  Coddington,  Barnby-in-the- Willows  and 
Farndon,  in  the  Newark  Rural  District. 


Home  Help  Service 

The  branch  of  the  County  Home  Help  Service  opened  in  1950  at  the 
Town  Hall,  Newark,  has  become  more  firmly  established  and  by  the 
end  of  1951,  thirty-five  Home  Helps  were  enrolled. 

During  the  year  158  cases  were  served  in  the  three  districts,  forty-six 
of  these  being  maternity  cases. 

Home  Helps  are  available  throughout  the  area  where  service  is 
required  owing  to  the  presence  in  the  household  of  any  person  who  is 
ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a  child 
not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  2s.  6d.  per  hour,  but  where  the  applicant 
is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of  Assistance 
is  applied. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Ambulance  requirements  of  the  Borough  are,  in  the  main, 
covered  by  the  vehicles  and  personnel  of  the  Newark  Main  Station. 
Details  for  1951  are  as  follow  : —

Mileage  involved — 70,063

National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  Section  47 

Under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  power  is 
conferred  on  county  district  councils  to  apply  to  a  court  of  summary 
jurisdiction  for  an  order  for  a  person’s  removal  to,  and  detention  in,  a 
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suitable  hospital  or  other  place  when  a  medical  officer  of  health  certifies 
that  the  person  is 

(a)  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease  or  any  aged,  infirm  or 
physically  incapacitated,  or  living  in  insanitary  conditions 

and 

(b)  is  unable  to  devote  to  himself  and  is  not  receiving  from 
other  persons  proper  care  and  attention. 

During  1951,  one  application  was  made  to  the  court  in  respect  of  an 
aged  man  living  in  one  room  which  was  in  a  filthy  condition.  The  rest 
of  the  house  was  well  kept  and  although  the  occupiers  were  anxious  to 
help,  the  man  refused  to  allow  them  into  his  room.  An  order  for  his 
removal  to  accommodation  maintained  by  the  Welfare  Authority  was 
obtained  for  a  period  of  three  months.  Unfortunately  the  man’s  health 
deteriorated  and  there  was  no  reason  for  an  application  to  the  court  for 
his  further  detention.  He  finally  died.

Vermin  Control 

The  efficacy  of  the  D.D.T.  and  Gammexane  insecticides  is  now  such 
an  accepted  fact,  that  they  have  become  completely  established  weapons 
in  the  Department’s  armoury.  As  such  they  have  been  used  throughout 
the  past  year  against  a  variety  of  pests,  including  Furniture  Beetles 
(var.  Anobium  Pmctatum ),  Silver  Fish,  House  Flies,  and  Wasps’  Nests 
and  in  particular,  of  course,  that  scourge  of  the  cafe  kitchen,  the 
Cockroach. 


HOUSING 

This  report  is  a  continuation,  with  emphasis  of  last  year’s  remarks, 
namely,  that  the  bare  policy  of  maintaining  property  in  a  weatherproof 
condition  is  all  that  can  be  reasonably  required.  As  if  to  stress  this  is 
the  hardening  of  the  attitude  of  owners  and  agents  towards  requests  for 
necessary  repairs,  a  reflection  on  what  would  appear  to  be  the  need  for 
revision  of  the  legislation  concerning  Rent  Restrictions. 

A  point  of  interest  as  the  year  progressed  was  the  increasing  need  for 
overhaul  of  the  drainage  systems  of  property.  A  direct  result  of  an 
efficient  and  speedy  Rodent  Service  has  been  the  discovery  of  sources 
of  infestation  originating  in  defective  domestic  drainage.  This  is  the 
main  cause  in  the  increase  from  41  in  1950  to  68  in  1951  of  the  number 
of  drains  found  needing  repair.  It  is  anticipated  in  the  coming  year  that 
this  number  will  be  even  greater. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

The  position  of  the  Borough  at  a  main  cross-roads,  coupled  with 
what  are,  in  summer  at  all  events,  delectable  camping  sites  by  the  river, 
means  that  although  the  permanent  caravan  dweller  may,  with  definite 
action,  be  to  some  extent  controlled,  the  problem  of  the  itinerant 
caravan  dweller  will  always  be  with  us,  and  is  a  question  demanding 
more  vigilance  than  there  is  time  available.

Housing  Act,  1936,  Part  IV. — Overcrowding 

In  a  town  with  such  a  good  record  of  employment  as  Newark, 
this  subject  is  even  more  than  normally  painfully  apparent.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  this  report  must  reiterate  the  statement  of  the  previous 
year,  that  under  the  present  circumstances  only  the  most  compelling 
cases  can  be  sing-led  out  for  alleviation. 


FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  increase  in  the  production  of  home-killed  meat  continues. 
During  the  past  year,  the  total  of  10,769  animals  killed  at  the  Ministry 
of  Food  Slaughtering  Centre  is  an  increase  on  1950  of  128,  which  in  its 
turn  showed  an  increase  of  1149  over  1949’s  intake.  A  small  increase 
compared  with  previous  years,  but  nevertheless,  the  upward  trend 
continues.  In  spite  of  the  increase,  the  same  meticulous  attention  to 
detail  has  been  paid  by  your  inspecting  officers.  The  soundness  and 
wholesomeness  of  the  Borough’s  meat  supply  is,  rightly  so,  considered 
of  paramount  importance  by  the  Department,  but  as  the  strength  of 
the  inspectorial  staff  has  remained  the  same  throughout,  and  as  facilities 
for  proper  inspection  at  the  slaughterhouses  leave  much  to  be  desired, 
this  increase  in  output  has  necessitated  concentrating  more  of  the 
inspectors’  time  on  to  this  one  particular  field  of  action,  to  the  exclusion 
of  many  other  duties  which  high  hopes  and  enthusiasm  would  have 
required. 

The  total  of  Canned  and  Other  Foods  inspected  and  condemned  has 
risen  to  approximately  3  tons  8  cwts.  from  2  tons  13  cwts.  in  1950. 
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Some  of  this  rise  is  due  to  a  weakness  in  the  processing  of  imported 
canned  hams,  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year 
150  tins,  averaging  13-lb.  per  tin,  were  judged  unsound. 

A  check  has  been  kept  and  the  increasing  sales  of  ice  cream  carefully 
noted.  Six  further  licences  were  granted  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice 
cream.  I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  one  ice-cream  factory,  although 
it  already  had  a  good  record,  was  completely  overhauled  and  re¬ 
equipped. 

Though  not  to  the  extent  that  would  have  been  desired,  samples 
have  nevertheless  been  taken,  and  those  taken  show  that  the  general 
high  standard  has  been  maintained.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Southwell  Kural  Di strict  Council 
Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  twelfth  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  of  Southwell  Rural 
District  for  the  year  1951. 

In  accordance  with  Circular  42/51  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the 
report  is  of  the  ordinary  type  and  for  the  information  of  the  Council  I 
have  included,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
details  of  the  personal  health  services  carried  out  in  the  District  by  the 
County  Health  Department. 

Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  measles  and  scattered  cases  of  whooping 
cough  there  was  no  great  incidence  of  infectious  disease  and  the  health 
of  the  population  was  good. 

Owing  to  the  steady  flow  of  new  council  houses  a  considerable 
proportion  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  time  had  to  go  to  investigation 
and  checking  up  of  housing  applications.  Whilst  I  agree  that  informa¬ 
tion  useful  from  the  Department’s  point  of  view  was  obtained  the 
major  portion  of  the  time  was  spent  on  obtaining  details  not  concerned 
with  public  health.  I  am  grateful  for  the  special  consideration  given  to 
applications  in  which  I  have  recommended  priority  on  health  grounds. 
These  recommendations  are  only  given  after  very  serious  consideration 
bearing  in  mind  the  large  number  of  applications  from  people  living 
in  conditions  which  must  be,  to  say  the  least,  psychologically  bad. 

With  the  rate  of  new  building  programmes  stepping  up  I  hope  that 
within  measurable  time  it  will  be  possible  to  take  action  leading  to  the 
demolition  of  many  of  the  houses  which  have  had  to  remain  in  existence 
far  beyond  their  normal  useful  span  of  life.  The  staff  will,  whenever 
possible,  put  its  whole  energy  into  this  work  which  has  been  from 
force  of  circumstances  left  too  long  in  abeyance. 

I  acknowledge  the  help  and  advice  given  by  other  departments  of 
the  Council  and  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  public  health 
department  for  their  steady  work  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  members  of  the  Council  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for 
their  interest  in  health  matters  and  their  support  to  my  department 
during  1951.

Deaths.  There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  namely  from  405  to  395 
and  the  death  rate  fell  from  10.2  to  9.9.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  following  table 
that  heart  disease  and  other  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system  accounted  for  162  of 
the  deaths,  i.e.  just  under  one  half,  and  if  intracranial  vascular  lesions  (cerebral 
haemorrhage)  are  included  then  more  than  half  of  the  deaths  are  caused  from  these 
three  categories.

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Infectious  Diseases 


Measles 

The  outbreak  of  measles  which  commenced  in  the  last  two  months 
of  1950  continued  into  1951  and  during  the  year  349  cases  were  notified. 
The  number  of  cases  in  the  Blidworth  area  rapidly  diminished  and 
although  notifications  were  received  almost  daily  until  May  the  cases 
were  scattered  throughout  the  District.  Six  cases  were  admitted  to 
hospital  on  account  of  complications.  There  was  one  death  from 
bronchitis  complicating  measles. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  151  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified.  This  was  the 
largest  number  since  1943  when  223  cases  were  notified.  There  was 
one  death  from  broncho  pneumonia  complicating  whooping  cough. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Sixteen  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified.  This  is  approximately 
half  the  number  notified  in  1950  and  is  the  lowest  number  since  1933. 
Nine  of  the  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

Infantile  Paralysis 

No  notification  of  this  disease  was  received,  but  one  person  normally 
resident  in  the  District  was  admitted  to  hospital  in  another  area  and 
died. 

Diphtheria 

Five  years  have  now  passed  since  a  notification  of  diphtheria  was 
received.  In  1945  and  1946  three  cases  were  notified  in  each  year  and 
then  the  full  benefit  of  the  Ministry’s  immunisation  organisation 
became  effective.  As  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  the 
knowledge  amongst  the  general  population  tends  to  give  the  impres¬ 
sion  that  continued  immunisation  is  not  necessary — no  cases — no 
danger — but  it  is  only  by  having  at  least  75%  of  children  immunised 
that  the  danger  of  future  outbreaks  can  be  avoided.

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Smallpox 

No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified. 

During  the  year  240  vaccinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  122  record  cards  of  successful  vaccinations 
were  received  from  Medical  Practitioners.  The  total  vaccinations  (362) 
compares  favourably  with  the  total  of  last  year  viz  :  333. 

Tuberculosis 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis — 24  compared  with  32  in  1950.  The  new  cases  of  non 
pulmonary  disease  increased  by  one  over  the  number  notified  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  table  on  page  55  shows  the  ages  of  the  new  cases  and  it  will  be 
noted  that  of  the  18  female  cases  notified  11  were  between  the  ages  of 
15  and  35  and  that  one  child  under  one  year  of  age  was  diagnosed  as 
suffering  from  pulmonary  disease. 

Dysentery 

One  case  of  dysentery  was  reported  but  after  investigation  in  hospital 
was  diagnosed  as  acute  gastro  enteritis. 

Food  Poisoning 

One  notification  of  food  poisoning  was  received.  This  was  in  respect 
of  a  man  admitted  to  an  isolation  hospital.  Investigations  produced  the 
fact  that  he  had  been  transferred  from  a  general  hospital  where  he  had 
been  an  inpatient  for  a  month.

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Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are  available 
throughout  the  area  where  service  is  required  owing  to  the  presence 
in  a  household  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother, 
mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks  from 
the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoons  and  Sunday,  and 
her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning,  cook¬ 
ing,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households  of 
old  or  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above  duties 
as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  2s.  6d.  per  hour  but  where  the  applicant 
is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of  Assist¬ 
ance  is  applied.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Newark  Rural  District  Council 
Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  vital  statistics, 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  1951. 

The  report  is  of  the  ordinary  type  and  is  set  out  in  accordance  with 
Circular. 42/51  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

There  has  been  no  outbreak  of  the  more  serious  infectious  diseases 
and  the  health  of  the  population  has  been  satisfactory. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  at  last  record  the  installation  of  piped  water 
supplies.  The  scheme  for  the  northern  parishes  is  already  being  used 
to  a  very  satisfactory  extent  and  at  the  time  of  writing  the  southern 
scheme  is  well  advanced  and  pipe  laying  should  soon  be  completed. 
The  number  of  applications  for  connection  to  the  main  is  clear  indica¬ 
tion  that  a  long  felt  want  is  being  met.  As  the  Council  is  aware  the 
production  of  a  piped  water  supply  brings  with  it  the  troubles  of 
disposal  of  the  additional  water  used  and  the  disposal  of  sewage  from 
water  closets.  These  troubles  are  beginning  now  and  will  continue  to 
expand  until  some  means  of  disposal  are  forthcoming  at  the  larger 
centres  of  population.  I  understand  that  the  Council’s  Consultant 
Engineer  has  almost,  if  not  completely,  carried  out  the  survey  of  the 
District  and  should  be  able  shortly  to  issue  his  report  on  the  best 
method  of  dealing  with  this  matter. 

The  sewage  disposal  plants  at  Balderton  and  Collingham  have  out¬ 
lived  their  period  of  usefulness  and  have  been  the  subject  of  Ministry 
Inquiries  for  new  works  but  delays  beyond  the  control  of  the  Council 
have  held  up  commencement  of  the  work.  This  is  unfortunate  as  the 
effluents  from  the  three  small  plants  at  Collingham  and  that  at  Balder¬ 
ton  are  most  unsatisfactory  and  should  not  be  allowed  to  continue. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  support  throughout  the  year  and  to  the  other  depart¬ 
ments  for  their  co-operation  with  the  Health  Department.  I  also 
desire  to  record  my  gratitude  to  the  Public  Health  Staff  for  their 
efficient  service.

Infectious  Disease 

A  total  of  269  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  received,  the 
majority  being  measles. 

Measles 

Two  hundred  and  twenty  two  cases  of  measles  were  notified.  There 
were  scattered  cases  during  the  first  three  months.  In  April,  90  cases 
were  notified  and  in  May  69.  The  outbreak  then  terminated  slowly. 
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Whooping  Cough 

Only  7  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  compared  with  43 
in  1950. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Eighteen  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified.  This  was  eight  more 
than  in  the  previous  year.  Five  cases  were  removed  to  hospital.  Care¬ 
ful  checking  gave  no  indication  that  the  non-hospitalisation  of  this 
disease,  except  in  special  instances,  occasioned  any  risk  to  the  com¬ 
munity. 

No  difficulty  was  encountered  in  obtaining  admission  to  hospital 
in  any  case  where  this  was  necessary  either  on  medical  grounds  or 
owing  to  lack  of  isolation  facilities  at  home.

Diphtheria 

This  was  the  fifth  year  in  succession  without  a  notification  of 
diphtheria.  It  is  necessary  once  again  to  emphasis  the  continued  need 
for  immunisation.  Unless  75%  to  80%  of  children  are  protected  the 
introduction  into  the  District  of  the  diphtheria  germ  might  easily  lead 
to  a  rapid  spread  of  the  disease  with  consequent  misery  to  children 
and  parents.

New  cases  notified  were  slightly  less  than  in  the  previous  year  as 
rqgards  pulmonary  disease— 10  compared  with  13.  There  were, 
however,  2  more  cases  of  non  pulmonary  disease,  both  children  with 
“  glands  of  neck.” 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  (Eye  discharge  in  new  born  babies). 

For  the  fourth  year  in  succession  no  notification  of  this  disease 
which,  without  immediate  and  adequate  treatment,  may  causelMindness 
was  reported. 

Erysipelas 

No  notification  of  erysipelas  was  received.  This  was  the  first  year 
since  1942  without  a  notification. 

Infantile  Paralysis 

No  notification  of  this  disease  was  received. 

Water  Supplies 

The  piped  water  supply  in  the  northern  parishes  and  in  the 
statutory  supply  area  of  Newark  Corporation  have  been  satisfactory 
and  there  was  no  plumbo  solvent  action,  the  water  being  drawn  from 
the  Bunter  Sandstone.
